Polls  will  be  opened  for  voting  by  ballot  for  the  Election  of 
Town  Officers  at  the  Canaan  Fire  Station  on  Tuesday,  March  14, 
1989,  at  10:00  A.M.  and  will  close  at  7:00  P.M.  unless  the  Town 
votes  to  keep  the  polls  open  to  a  later  hour.

To  vote  on  Articles  Two  through  Twenty-five. 

ARTICLE  2:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the

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TOWN  OF  CANAAN 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  year  1988,  has  been  a  very  productive  year  for  the  Town  of  Canaan. 

We  have  a  new  Administrative  Assistant,  Dexter  Bucklin,  who  has  worked  very 
hard  to  regroup  the  office  staff  and  provide  the  Town  with  the  full  complement  of  services 
we  have  come  to  expect.  With  the  help  of  the  computer  system,  record  maintenance  should 
be  made  much  easier  and  allow  a  greater  amount  of  infomiation  available  for  use  by  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Canaan. 

We  are  happy  to  report  the  Water  &  Waste  Water  Projects  are  moving  along  very 
well.  Construction  of  the  pipe  lines  should  begin  in  late  March  or  early  April.  This  is  a 
combined  contract  to  lay  both  systems  in  one  operation  to  allow  three  things  to  happen. 

First,  the  streets  will  only  be  torn  up  once  and  then  totally  re-paved.  Second,  with 
only  one  contractor  involved,  should  a  problem  arise  there  will  be  one  contractor  to  answer, 
thus  preventing  the  game  of  blame  shifting.  Third,  with  one  contract  w^e  were  able  to  have 
much  better  bid  prices  allowing  the  piping  contract  to  come  in  under  estimates. 

We  have  the  possibility  of  receiving  funding  for  the  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant 
in  the  year  1990  instead  of  the  scheduled  1991.  Wehavealso  worked  out  a  way  to  increase 
the  plant  capacity  by  23'vc  allowing  expansion  of  75  residences  without  increasing  the  cost 
to  the  taxpayer. 

We  have  developed  a  plan  to  reconstruct  several  bridges  in  Town  that  desperately 
need  to  be  replaced  at  a  much  reduced  cost  using  Slate  Aid. 

We  have  started  reconstruction  of  the  Turnpike  Road  and  will  complete  that  in  the 
year  1989. 

We  have  in  place  the  components  for  the  Tax  Re-evaluation  and  that  we  hope  to 
complete  in  the  year  1989. 

With  the  help  of  the  Planning  Board  indiscriminate  growth  is  being  controlled  and 
the  Town  services  have  not  been  stressed  beyond  their  capacity. 

We  have  laid  down  long  range  plans  that  will  benefit  all  the  people  in  the  Town 
of  Canaan  and  look  forward  to  moving  those  plans  into  action  in  the  next  year. 

The  problems  of  Solid  Waste  is  still  evident,  we  are  researching  several  ways  to 
handle  this  with  the  least  cost  and  greatest  benefit  to  the  Town.  As  yet  a  formal  plan  has 
not  been  developed.  We  have  interim  plans  to  deal  with  this  problem  until  a  viable  final 
solution  can  be  accomplished. 

Despite  some  set  backs  the  Town  is  moving  forward  on  a  steady,  even  keel.  We 
look  to  retain  the  programs  we  have  laid  out  to  progress  in  the  fashion  suitable  to  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Canaan. 

We  are  pleased  to  hear  from  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Canaan  so  that  we  may 
know  how  best  to  provide  what  best  suits  the  needs  of  the  Town.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Canaan,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  3 1 ,  1987,  and  have  issued  our  report 
on  them  dated  February  15,  1988.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  have  made  a  study  and 
evaluation  of  the  internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  the  standards  for  financial  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  U.S. 
General  Accounting  Office  Standards  for  Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations,  Pro- 
grams, Activities,  and  Functions,  and  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984  (Pub  L.  No.  98-502). 
For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  and  evaluated  the  significant  internal 
accounting  controls  in  the  following  categories: 

ACCOUNTING  APPLICATIONS 

Billing 

Receivables 
Cash  Receipts 
Purchasing  and  Receiving 
Accounts  Payable 
Cash  Disbursements 
Payroll 

The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing,  and 
extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  entity's 
financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessar>' 
to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole  or  on 
any  of  the  categories  of  controls  identified  above. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  fulfilUng  that  re- 
sponsibility, estimates  and  judgements  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objective  of  a  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  is  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance 
that  assets  arc  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that 
transactions  arc  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded 
properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal 
accounting  control,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected. 
Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of 
compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 
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Our  study  and  evaluation  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first  paragraph 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the  system.  Accordingly,  we  do 
not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Canaan, 
New  Hampshire  taken  as  a  whole  or  any  of  the  categories  identified  in  the  first  paragraph. 
However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe  to  be  a  material 
weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  federal  cognizant 
agency  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit 
the  distribution  of  this  report,  which,  upon  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New 
Hampshire  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

We  started  rebuilding  the  first  half  mile  of  Turnpike  Rd.  This  should  be  re- 
surfaced this  year. 

Due  to  an  extremely  hot  and  dry  summer  grading  die  surface  of  dirt  roads  did 
not  hold  for  long.  Increasingly  heavy  traffic  and  high  speeds  does  not  help  this  condi- 
tion. 

This  winter  has  been  difficult  at  best.  As  of  this  writing  very  liiUe  snow  and 
many  ice  storms.  Ice  is  very  expensive  in  time  and  money  to  control.  Your  patience  is 
needed  during  these  storms. 

The  sand  trucks  can  only  cover  so  much  at  a  time.  In  some  cases  the  freezing 
rain  covers  the  sand  as  quickly  as  it  is  put  out.  This  unfortunately  happens  at  dusk, 
which  coincides  with  rush  hour. 

The  Town  of  Canaan  has  nearly  100  miles  of  road  and  cannot  be  covered  all  at 
once.

In  spite  of  a  rather  unusual  year,  the  Canaan  Police  Department  has  maintained 
its  high  level  of  professional  Police  service  to  the  citizens  of  Canaan.  The  department 
has  prospered  and  seen  positive  professional  growth  during  1988. 

Immediately  prior  to  Town  Meeting  1987,  we  moved  into  our  new  Police 
facility  and  it  has  greatly  improved  the  day-to-day  operations  within  the  department. 
Not  only  do  we  now  have  the  space  to  conduct  more  than  one  Police  activity  at  a  time 
and  the  privacy  needed  for  many  of  our  interviews  but  the  garage  space  has  given  us 
room  to  do  routine  cruiser  maintenance  and  bring  prisoners  in  with  ease. 

In  August  of  last  year.  Glen  Taylor  was  hired  as  our  third  full-time  officer. 
Glen  came  to  us  from  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  with  a  strong  background  in  Law 
Enforcement.  He  is  a  long-time  resident  of  Canaan,  well  known  to  local  citizens  and  is 
a  strong  and  welcome  addition  to  our  team. 
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I  have  received  a  number  of  inquiries  about  on-duty  officers  blinking  their 
headlights  at  approaching  vehicles.  Our  department  is  involved  in  a  Highway  Safety 
program  that  uses  this  signal  to  indicate  to  the  approaching  vehicle  that  it  is  traveling  at 
a  speed  greater  than  the  posted  limit  for  that  stretch  of  the  road.  This  is  merely  a 
warning  that  you  are  traveling  too  fast  and  need  to  slow  down. 

As  we  enter  into  a  new  year,  I  reaffirm  my  commitment  to  the  citizens  of 
Canaan.  My  department  will  strive  to  provide  you  with  the  most  professional  Police 
service  possible  and  be  responsive  to  our  growing  community's  needs.  Thank  you  for 
your  continued  support.

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CANAAN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1988 

This  year  the  Canaan  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  81  alarms.  The  breakdown 
is  as  follows:

In  the  past  year  our  efforts  to  conform  to  the  NFPA  1500  standards  have  continued.  All 
of  our  breathing  apparatus  have  been  upgraded  or  replaced,  and  firefighters  have  been  given 
approved  turnout  gear,  including  helmets,  bunker  coats  and  pants,  boots,  and  gloves.  Training  has 
continued  on  several  levels,  ranging  from  monthly  department  training  to  regional  fire  schools,  and 
the  National  Fire  Academy.  This  past  fall  we  conducted  a  certified  breathing  apparatus  course  for 
our  newer  members.  The  course  concluded  with  a  live  fire  training  exercise  for  the  entire  department. 
We  currently  have  eleven  level  I  certified  firefighters,  one  level  III  firefighter,  one  municipal 
instructor,  and  one  state  level  instructor.  I  firmly  believe  that  training  is  absolutely  essential  for 
anyone  who  wishes  to  participate  in  fire  fighting.  I  am  encouraged  by  the  number  of  firefighters  who 
have  been  conscientious  about  their  training. 

Although  we  moved  into  our  new  home  on  December  1, 1987,  the  work  on  the  station  was 
not  quite  completed.  In  the  past  year  a  number  of  firemen  have  given  unselfishly  of  their  time  to 
complete  a  great  deal  of  work  on  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  station. 

Our  new  1250gpm  pumper,  engine  3,  arrived  in  December,  and  has  recently  been  placed 
in  service.  We  are  working  toward  completing  the  equipment  van,  and  we  have  been  given  the  use 
of  a  state  owned  four-wheel  drive  forestry  truck  which  we  hope  to  place  in  service  this  spring.  We 
hope  to  get  a  few  more  years  of  service  from  them,  but  they  are  requiring  more  and  more  maintenance, 
and  I  am  not  sure  how  much  longer  they  can  be  counted  on. 

Last  fall,  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  we  visited  the  Canaan  Elementary  School  and  spent 
a  day  presenting  fire  prevention  programs  to  each  grade  level.  We  have  been  doing  this  for  several 
years  and  it  is  the  high  point  of  our  prevention  program  each  year.  We  have  also  presented  programs 
for  other  groups  and  organizations,  and  are  happy  to  do  this  for  anyone  upon  request. 

Last  March  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Standards  and  Training  Commission  conducted  a 
study  of  our  department  and  the  fire  protection  needs  of  the  town.  We  received  a  detailed  report  which 
made  several  specific  recommendations.  Copies  of  this  report  are  available  upon  request.  If  you  are 
interested  in  obtaining  a  copy  please  contact  me.  In  the  coming  year  we  will  be  focusing  more  of 
our  energy  and  resources  on  developing  our  water  supply  capabilities  as  well  as  our  abiUty  to  handle 
hazardous  materials  incidents. 

As  the  town  grows,  the  demands  for  fire  protection  grow  accordingly.  We  will  continue 
our  efforts  to  keep  pace  and  we  do  appreciate  your  support.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER  1988 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal.  The 
three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindles  without  written  per- 
mission fo  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only 
with  your  help. 

PleasE  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  details. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  limber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be 
violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603) 

271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  Januar>'  1, 1989  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RS  A  224:54) 
goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summar)',  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if, 
in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one 
of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

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BUILDING  PERMITS 

The  responsibility  of  maintaining  an  up  to  dale  record  of  new  conslruciion, 
renovation,  and  the  compliance  of  both  with  State  building,  initiates  with  the  Building 
Inspector.  This  process  is  also  a  key  factor  in  the  updating  of  the  Town's  assessing 
process.    A  difficult  job  at  best,  and  the  Town  is  fortunate  to  have  the  dedicated 
services  of  Roger  Remade,  Sr.  This  past  year  the  Town  instituted  a  change  in  the 
building  permit  fee  structure  to  help  cover  the  administrative  costs  involved  in  the 
recording  process.  Instead  of  a  simple  S2.00  fee  for  various  categories  of  construction, 
the  Town's  new  fee  structure  is  S25.00  for  new  homes,  SI 5. 00  for  mobile/modular 
homes,  and  $10.00  for  renovations.  If  the  new  fee  schedule  had  been  in  effect  for  the 
entire  year  fee  income  would  have  been  S3,015  as  compared  lo  S414  under  the  old 
schedule.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

1988  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Canaan  Planning  Board.  A  total  of  39 
Subdivisions  were  approved,  30  minor  and  9  major  ones.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
56%  over  the  number  of  subdivisions  approved  in  1987.  Clearly,  the  pressure  of  growth 
in  the  Upper  Valley  is  being  felt  in  Canaan  as  well. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and  forth  Thursday  each  month, 
the  Planning  Board  was  also  busy  with  other  projects.  Work  on  revisions  to  our  subdivision 
regulations  has  progressed,  and  should  be  completed  soon.  Much  time  and  energy  was 
spent  conducting  a  public  opinion  survey  on  land  use.  Most  of  those  who  completed  this 
survey  (74%)  favored  the  adoption  of  some  sort  of  land  use  ordinance. 

The  Planning  Board  is  currently  drafting  a  land  use  ordinance  with  the  help  of  the 
Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  and  many  interested  citizens.  The  first  draft  of  this 
ordinance  should  be  completed  soon,  and  public  meetings  will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
seeking  input  and  answering  questions.  The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  many 
interested  people  who  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  helping  us  with  both  the 
survey  and  in  drafting  the  ordinance.  Your  valuable  input  is  much  appreciated.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  taken  some  first  essential  steps  toward 
fulfilling  its  duties  as  outlined  in  NH  RSA  36- A,  to  ensure  the  "proper  utilization  and 
protection  of  natural  resources"  and  to  "keep  an  index  [inventory]  of  all  marshes,  swamps 
and  other  wetlands  in  tow."  Last  Spring  we  acquired  a  good  up-to-date  set  of  soils  maps 
for  Canaan  from  the  Grafton  County  Conservation  District.  These  maps,  with  their  accom- 
panying handbook,  are  an  excellent  resource  and  planning  tool,  and  provide  necessary 
information  for  further  study.  A  biologist  has  been  hired  to  use  these  maps  to  make  a 
wetlands  inventory  for  the  town.  He  began  the  study  last  Fall  and  will  carry  out  field  work 
this  Spring  with  the  help  of  local  volunteers. 

Reviewing  Dredge  and  Fill  permit  applications  for  the  State  Wetlands  Board 
continues  to  be  a  major  responsibility  of  the  Commission.  Permit  applications  must  be  filed 
by  anyone  proposing  any  construction  in  a  wetland  or  adjacent  to  open  water.  (Applications 
are  available  from  the  Town  Clerk.)  This  procedure  helps  assure  protection  of  our  valuable 
water  resources. 

The  New  Hampshire  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  was  recently 
created  by  the  State  Legislature  to  help  protect  open  space  and  conservation  land  through 
purchase  of  land  and  conservation  easements.  A  local  LCEP  committee  has  been  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  identifying  land  which  might  be  eligible  for  this  program.  Volunteers 
have  devoted  considerable  effort  to  the  project,  and  we  are  optimistic  that  it  will  prove  to 
be  a  worthwhile  endeavor.

The  Canaan  F.A.S.T.,  Inc.  has  purchased  a  Defibrillator-Monitor  and  trained 
personnel  in  the  procedure  for  use. 

With  the  advent  of  this  piece  of  equipment  we  will  be  able  to  give  better  patient 
care  to  those  patients  suffering  from  a  cardiac  disorder. 

We  expect  there  will  be  more  activity  in  1989,  and  have  geared  our  training  needs 
with  communication  needs  to  this  end. 

We  welcome  anyone  that  wishes  to  join  us  or  may  even  have  an  idea  that  may  help 
us  to  provide  better  patient  care.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

Because  of  a  change  in  ihe  Board  of  Commissioners  and  time  constraints  resulting 
from  administrative  changes  and  installation  of  a  new  computer  system,  we  regret  that  we  are 
not  able  to  submit  a  1988  newsletter  in  time  to  meet  the  printing  deadlines  for  your  Town 
Report.  Instead  we  plan  to  send  an  informational  newsletter  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  along 
with  a  corresponding  news  release  prior  to  your  town  meeting. 

We  would  like  to  advise  you  that  the  county  budget  siuplus,  which  in  the  past  few 
years  had  been  applied  to  lower  or  reduce  the  county  tax  requirements,  has  been  applied  to  the 
jail  wing  construction  project,  saving  taxpayer  dollars  but  leaving  no  projected  surplus  this  fiscal 
year.  We  feel  this  was  the  responsible  way  to  use  the  surplus,  even  though  without  a  surplus  the 
next  budget  will  require  a  somewhat  higher  tax  effort.  You  should  also  be  aware  that  the  county 
share  of  nursing  home  and  child  placement  costs  is  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate  aimually,  and  we 
have  no  real  control  over  these  expenses.  Additionally,  operating  costs  for  the  new  wing  at  the 
County  Correctional  Facility  will  add  to  the  county  appropriations. 

We  are  sensitive  to  the  interests  and  concerns  of  the  taxpayers  and  try  to  effectively 
meet  the  needs  of  county  citizens,  yet  keep  costs  under  control.  However,  as  happens  in  your 
town  budget,  many  items  in  our  budget  are  determined  by  the  state  or  federal  government, 
making  it  difficult  to  limit  county  spending.

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ADVANCE  TRANSIT  REPORT 

Many  positive  changes  took  place  at  Advance  Transit  during  the  past  year,  the 
most  visible  being  the  deployment  of  a  new  fleet  of  buses.  Other  changes  were  less  viable 
to  the  public,  but  are  such  that  they  will  be  of  long  term  benefit  to  Advance  Transit  and  those 
that  benefit  from  its  services.  These  changes  include  a  greatly  improved  maintenance 
program  in  order  to  protect  our  most  valuable  physical  asset,  the  new  buses.  Advance 
Transit  now  has  a  better  qualified  operations  and  maintenance  staff  and  a  thorough 
preventative  maintenance  program.  Regardless  of  what  shape  or  size  Advance  Transit's 
services  assume  in  the  future,  a  strong  maintenance  program  will  be  part  of  the  company's 
backbone  and  will  better  enable  us  to  ser\'e  the  growing  transportation  needs  of  the  Upper 
Valley. 

In  addition  to  new  vehicles  and  a  quality  maintenance  program,  Advance  Transit 
has  successfully  recruited  a  qualified  and  professional  administration  with  background  and 
experience  in  public  transportation.  As  of  November  1988  when  a  new  Operations 
Supervisor  joined  our  ranks.  Advance  Transit  has  an  Executive  Director,  Business 
Manager,  and  Operations  Supervisor  that  have  a  combined  total  of  twenty  years  service  in 
the  transportation  field.  Advance  Transit  can  now  begin  to  aggressively  pursue  the 
leadership  role  in  pubUc  transportation  that  it  aspires  to. 

The  need  for  Advance  Transit  to  succeed  in  this  role  is  well  documented  in  the 
Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study  which  was  published  in  June  this  year.  Area  residents 
can  readily  recognize  the  existing  problems,  but  the  study's  projections  indicate  that  they 
will  get  much  worse  if  a  variety  of  solutions  are  not  implemented.  Among  these 
recommended  solutions  is  improved  public  transit.  The  combination  of  growing  public 
need  and  growing  capabilities  to  meet  that  need  is  creating  the  type  of  conditions  under 
which  Advance  Transit  should  be  able  to  thrive.

UPPER  VALLEY  -  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  towns  and  cities.  It  consists  of  31  communities  in  2  states 
and  5  counties. 

The  Council  operates  through  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff. 
Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and 
sends  two  or  three  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  an  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and 
develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  our 
communities. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling 
resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff 
available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include 
land  use  planning,  transportation  planning,  solid  waste  planning,  master 
planning,  environmental  planning,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation, 
economic  and  community  development,  housing,  downtown  revitalization,  fiscal 
and  environmental  impact  analysis,  and  site  plan  review.  Communities  may  also 
obtain  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis  through  a 
"circuit  rider"  program.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  in 
dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  protecting  and  furthering  the 
interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  Council  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional  planning 
and  to  carry  out  various  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit.

o  Maintained  a  regional  data  base,  and  answered  numerous  requests  for 
information. 

o  Continued  full-time  efforts  to  coordinate  solid  waste  issues  in  the  region, 

.0  Continued  efforts  to  coordinate  recycling  programs  among  a  number  of  towns. 

o  Continued  to  sponsor  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
program.

Master  Plans  under  NH  Chapter  167. 
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o  Participated  in  ongoing  discussions  and  forums  regarding  implementation  of 
Act  200,  the  new  comprehensive  planning  legislation,  in  Vermont. 

o  Participated  in  the  Vermont  Act  250  environmental  review  process. 

0  Continued  to  provide  support  for  an  economic  development  agent  in  Sullivan 
County,  to  help  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  the  area. 

0  Distributed  summaries  of  new  and  amended  legislation. 

o  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  NH  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series. 

o  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  VT  planning  training  series. 

o  Completed  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study.  This  involved 
coordinating  local  municipalities,  state  agencies,  and  private  consultants. 

o  Used  the  computer  model  developed  during  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation 
Study  to  assess  the  traffic  impacts  of  several  large  proposed  development 
projects.

o  Helped  several  communities  and  Sullivan  County  administer  state  and  federal 
grant  funds  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants.  These  grants  are 
bringing  over  $1.1  million  into  the  region.  Only  3  of  the  9  regional 
planning  agencies  in  New  Hampshire  provide  this  service. 

o  Worked  closely  with  the  Upper  Valley  Community  Land  Trust,  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands,  and 
the  Connecticut  River  Watershed  Council  to  protect  open  space  and  conserve 
important  parcels  of  land. 

0  Helped  to  establish,  administer,  and  support  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
Resource  Commission.  This  new  commission  allows  New  Hampshire  towns  in  the 
Connecticut  River  Valley  to  join  together  in  addressing  issues  such  as 
growth,  development,  and  preservation  of  the  natural  environment. 

o  Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence 
policy  and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many  ongoing 
programs. 

o  Provided  consultation  and  help  to  over  two-thirds  of  the  local  communities. 

The  Council  also  provides  specific  services  to  communities  on  a  contract 
basis.  As  requested  by  the  communities,  the  Council  conducted  impact  studies 
regarding  proposed  development,  amendments/updates  to  local  ordinances  and 
regulations,  new  ordinances,  capital  improvements  programs,  and  general 
mapping,  drafting,  and  other  technical  assistance.

Wc  arc  pleased  lo  have  ihis  opporlunily  to  report  on  the  services  and  accom- 
plishmcnls  of  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  now  in  its  twentieth  year  of  operation. 

The  mission  of  the  agency  -  to  promote  health  in  the  individual,  the  family  and 
the  community  has  not  changed  over  the  years.  However,  the  scope  of  services  has 
grown  determined  as  the  needs  of  the  community  have  become  apparent. 

The  staff  of  the  agency  has  increased  from  one  part  time  nurse  to  twenty 
individuals  representing  other  disciplines  as  well  as  nursing,  many  part  time,  as  well  as 
a  corps  of  volunteers.  All  are  caring  and  dedicated  to  keeping  people  in  their  own 
homes  for  as  long  as  possible  by  providing  nursing,  therapy,  home  health  aide  and 
homemaking.  They  are  also  involved  in  making  community  programs  available  that 
support  prevention  of  health  problems  by  offering  well  child  and  dental  clinics  for  chil- 
dren 0-6  years  of  age.  Flu  and  blood  pressure  screening  clinics  are  also  available  on  a 
regularly  scheduled  basis. 

This  year  we  have  made  5785  home  visits  to  401  individuals.   1428  clinic 
visits  have  been  made.  There  are  five  parenting  support  groups  which  include  36 
families  and  86  children. 

As  the  fiscal  picture  for  the  delivery  of  health  care  becomes  more  cloudy  for 
the  future  we  reaffirm  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  town  of  Canaan  for  their 
support  of  the  work  of  the  agency.  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  is  a  part  of  your 
community  and  the  programs  are  available  to  all.

1988  Collection  Report 


Two  hundred  thirty  four  households  filled  forty-one  55  gallon  drums  at  the 
Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Collection,  May  7.  These  numbers  have  doubled 
since  the  first  collection  in  1983  when  the  problems  of  household  hazardous  wastes 
were  first  addressed  by  a  number  of  concerned  organizations,  town  officials  and 
individuals  who  banded  together  to  form  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Committee. 

The  Committee's  efforts  have  been  directed  at  the  disposal  of  left-over  paint, 
anti-freeze,  varnish,  household  cleaners,  insecticides  and  many  other  products  that  are 
toxic,  corrosive  flammable  or  explosive.  Before  Collection  Days  were  established  these 
materials  were  mostly  stored  in  bams,  taken  to  landfills  or  poured  down  the  drain 
ending  up  in  septic  systems  or  in  treatment  plants.  Now  they  can  be  recycled,  inciner- 
ated or  taken  to  authorized  hazardous  waste  disposal  sites,  depending  on  the  type  of 
material. 

Funding  comes  primarily  from  the  three  regional  landfills  and  the  States  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  Some  private  donations  have  also  been  received. 

The  Committee  continues  to  be  involved  with  its  successful  efforts  to  protect 
the  environment  and  to  educate  the  public  about  these  toxic  products  in  the  home. 

All  area  residents  are  invited  to  participate  in  the  next  annual  collection  this 
coming  May.  We  look  forward  to  seeing  you.

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TOWN  MEETING  -  MARCH  12,  1988 

Grafton,  s.s  Town  of  Canaan,  NH 

Town  Meeting  adjourned  from  March,  8, 1988  March  12,  1988 

Moderator  Milton  Wilson  reconvened  the  1988  Canaan  Town  Meeting  at  1 :00  P.M.  at 
the  Canaan  Elementary  School  to  take  up  articles  three  through  twenty  of  the  Town 
Warrant. 

The  moderator  requested  that  there  be  no  smoking  on  the  school  premises,  that  only 
legally-registered  Canaan  voters  take  part  in  voting,  that  an  individual  be  recognized  by  the 
chair  before  he  speaks  and  that  he  direct  all  comments  only  through  the  chair,  that  all 
discussion  be  germane  to  the  article  under  discussion,  that  all  amendments  be  in  writing 
with  only  one  on  the  fioor  at  a  lime,  that  all  makers  of  motions  and  all  those  who  second 
a  motion  give  their  names,  and,  lastly,  that  the  right  to  speak  as  well  as  the  right  to  be  heard 
be  respected. 

Article  3:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  any  other  officers  and  to 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A  motion  to  accept  article  3  was  made  by  Edward  Labrie  and  seconded  by  Frank 
Kopczynski.  A  proposed  amendment  by  Paul  Rice  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  moderator. 
When  the  challenge  that  the  voting  public  might  overrule  the  moderator  was  presented,  the 
moderator,  after  voice  vote,  declared  the  point  not  taken. 
Article  3  was  rejected  by  voice  vote. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $3,700,000  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facilities  which  are  requirements 
contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S  .C.  125 1  et  seq.) 
and  will  qualify  the  town  for  Federal  Funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial 
Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed  51,400,000  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (NH  R.S.A.  33.1  et  seq.,  as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotia- 
tion, sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town 
of  Canaan,  and  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from 
the  Federal  Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance  program  of  the  Construction 
Grants  Section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et 
seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.  (Budget  Committee  -  Recommends) 
Presentation  of  the  Canaan  Village  Sewerage  Project  was  done  by  Mark  Thompson  of 
S.E.A.  Consultants  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  The  purposeof  the  vote  would  be  to  authorize  the 
sewerage  construction  money  of  which  5550,000  of  the  53.7  million  would  be  locally- 
raised.  The  project  was  described  as  being  the  most  cost-effective  with  the  town-owned  in- 
dividual-lot septic  tanks  requiring  periodic  cleaning  and  the  gray- water  flow  pipeline  to  the 
treatment  facility  to  be  located  on  the  Norco  property  and,  further,  as  the  one  plan  funded 
at  present  by  the  State  and  approved  as  such  for  Canaan. 
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At  2:00  P.M.  the  moderator  declared  that  the  polls  were  open  for  voting  by  paper  ballot  on 
article  4;  the  voting  would  be  allowed  to  continue  for  at  least  one  hour,  and  a  two-thirds 
approval  would  be  needed  for  its  passage. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Canaan  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sun  of  $6,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Computer  System  for  the  Selectmen's  office  for  the  purpose  of 
upgrading  all  tax  information,  appraisals,  water  and  sewerage  bills.  This  includes  $4,000 
for  the  hardware  and  S2,000  for  the  software.

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by 

purchase  or  otherwise,  and/or  take  by  eminent  domain  such  parcels  of  land,  easements,  and/ 

or  rights-of-way  as  may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  development  of  Municipal 

Sewerage  Facilities  in  the  Town  of  Canaan,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 

retain  such  professional  services  for  legal  and  technical  purposes  as  may  be  required  to 

facilitate  said  acquisitions  and/or  takings.

Article  19:  The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated  as  special  flood 
hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  in  its '  'Flood  Insurance  S  tudy 
for  the  Town  of  Canaan,  N.H. "  together  with  the  associated  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  and 
Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  maps  of  the  Town  of  Canaan  dated  March  12, 1988  which 
are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

Item  I.  Definition  of  Terms 

"Area  of  Shallow  Flooding"  means  a  designated  AO  of  AH  zone  on  a  community's  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  with  a  one  percent  or  greater  annual  chance  of  flooding  to  an 
average  depth  of  one  to  three  feet  where  a  clearly  defined  channel  does  not  exist,  where 
the  path  of  flooding  is  unpredictable  and  where  velocity  flow  may  be  evident.  Such 
flooding  is  characterized  by  ponding  or  sheet  flow. 

"Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard' '  is  the  land  in  the  flood  plain  within  a  community  subject 
to  a  one  percent  or  greater  chance  of  flooding  in  any  given  year.  The  area  may  be  designated 
as  Zone  A  on  the  GHBM.  After  detailed  rate  making  has  been  completed  in  preparation 
for  publication  of  the  FIRM,  Zone  A  usually  is  refined  into  Zones  A,  AO,  AH,  A 1-30,  AE 
or  A99. 

"  B  ase  Flood ' '  means  the  flood  hav  in  g  a  one  percent  chance  of  being  equalled  or  exceeded 
in  any  given  year.

' '  Basement' '  means  any  area  of  the  building  iiaving  its  floor  subgrade  (below  ground  level) 
on  all  sides. 

"Building"  -  see  "Structure". 

"Development"  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate, 
including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other  su-uctures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading, 
paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations. 

"Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Map"  (FLOODWAY)  is  an  official  map  of  the  commu- 
nity, on  which  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  has  delineated  the 
"Regulatory  Floodway".   This  map  should  not  be  used  to  determine  the  correct  flood 
hazard  zone  or  base  flood  elevation;  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  will  be  used  to 
make  determinations  of  flood  hazard  zones  and  base  flood  elevations. 

"Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map"  (FHBM)  means  an  official  map  of  a  community,  issued 
by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  where  the  boundaries  of  the  flood, 
mudslide  (i.e.,  mudflow)  related  erosion  areas  having  special  hazards  have  been  designated 
as  Zone  A. 

'  'Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map' '  (FIRM)  means  an  official  map  of  a  community ,  on  which  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  has  delineated  both  the  special  hazard  areas  and 
the  risk  premium  zones  applicable  to  the  community. 

"Flood  Insurance  Study"  -  see  "Flood  Elevation  Study". 

"Flood  Plain"  or  "Flood-Prone  Area"  means  any  land  areas  susceptible  to  being 
inundated  by  water  from  any  source. 

"Flood  Proofing"  means  any  combination  of  structural  and  non-structural  additions, 
changes,  or  adjustment  to  structures  which  reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage  to  real  estate 
or  improved  real  property,  water  and  sanitary  structures  and  their  contents. 

"Floodway"  -  see  "Regulatory  Floodway" 

' '  Highest  Adjacent  Grade ' '  means  the  highest  natural  elevation  of  the  ground  surface  prior 
to  construction  next  to  the  proposed  walls  of  a  structure. 

"Lowest  Floor' '  means  the  lowest  floor  of  the  lowest  enclosed  area  (including  basement). 
An  unfinished  or  flood  resistant  enclosure,  usable  solely  for  parking  of  vehicles,  building 
access  or  storage  in  an  area  other  than  a  basement  area  is  not  considered  a  building's  lowest 
floor:  provided  that  such  enclosure  is  not  built  so  as  to  render  the  structure  in  violation  of 
the  applicable  non-elevation  design  requirements  of  the  ordinance. 

"Mean  Sea  Level"  means,  for  purposes  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program,  the 
National  Geodetic  Vertical  Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929  or  other  datum,  to  which  base  flood 
elevations  shown  on  a  community's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  map  are  referenced. 
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"Manufactured  Home"  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one  or  more  sections,  which  is 
built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and  is  designed  for  use  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation 
when  connected  to  required  utilities.  For  flood  plain  management  purposes  the  term 
'  'manufactured  home"  also  includes  park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other  similar  vehicles 
placed  on  a  site  for  greater  than  180  consecutive  days.  For  insurance  purposes  the  term 
"manufactured  home"  does  not  include  park  trailers,  travel  trailers,  and  other  similar 
vehicles. 

"  Manufac  tured  Home  Park  or  S  ubdi  vision ' '  means  a  parcel  (or  contiguous  parcels)  of  land 
divided  into  two  or  more  manufactured  home  lots  for  rent  or  sale. 

"100- Year  Flood"  -  see  "Base  Flood". 

"Regulatory  Floodway ' '  means  the  channel  of  a  river  or  other  watercourse  and  the  adjacent 
land  areas  that  must  be  reserved  in  order  to  discharge  the  base  flood  without  cumulatively 
increasing  the  water  surface  elevation  more  than  one  foot  at  any  point.  These  areas  are 
designated  as  floodways  on  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps. 


"Riverine"  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling  a  river  (including  tributaries), 
stream,  brook,  etc. 

"Special  Flood  Hazard  Area"  means  an  area  having  special  flood,  mudslide  (i.e., 
mudflow)  and/or  flood-related  erosion  hazards,  and  shown  on  an  FHBM  or  FIRM  as  Zone 
A,  AO,  A 1-30,  AE,  A99,  and  AH.  (See  Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard.) 

"Structure"  means  for  floodplain  management  purposes  a  walled  and  roofed  building, 
including  a  gas  or  liquid  storage  tank,  that  is  principally  above  ground,  as  well  as  a 
manufactured  home. 

' '  S  tart  of  Construe  tion ' '  includes  substantial  improvement,  and  means  the  date  the  building 
permit  was  issued,  provided  the  actual  start  of  construction,  repair,  reconstruction, 
placement,  or  other  improvement  was  within  180  days  of  the  permit  date.  The  actual  start 
means  either  the  first  placement  of  permanent  construction  of  a  structure  on  a  site,  such  as 
the  pouring  of  slab  or  footings,  the  installation  of  piles,  the  construction  of  columns,  or  any 
work  beyond  the  stage  of  excavation;  or  the  placement  of  a  manufactured  home  on  a 
foundation.  Permanent  construction  does  not  include  land  preparation,  such  as  clearing, 
grading,  and  filling;  nor  does  it  include  the  installation  of  streets  and/or  walkways;  nor  does 
it  include  excavation  for  a  basement,  footings,  piers,  or  foundations  or  the  erection  of 
temporary  forms;  nor  does  it  include  the  installation  on  the  property  of  accessory  buildings, 
such  as  garages  or  sheds  not  occupied  as  dwelling  units  or  not  part  of  the  main  structure. 

"Substantial  Improvement"  means  any  combination  ofrepairs,  reconstruction,  alteration, 
or  improvements  to  a  structure  in  which  the  cumulative  cost  equals  or  exceeds  fifty  percent 
of  the  market  value  of  the  structure.  The  market  value  of  the  structure  should  be  (1)  the 
appraised  value  of  the  structure  prior  to  the  start  of  the  initial  repair  or  improvement,  or  (2) 
in  the  case  of  damage,  the  value  of  the  structure  prior  to  the  damage  occurring.  For  the 
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purposes  of  this  definition,  "substantial  improvement"  is  considered  to  occur  when  the 
first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling,  floor,  or  other  structural  part  of  the  building  commences, 
whether  or  not  that  alteration  affects  the  external  dimensions  of  the  structure.  The  term 
does  not,  however,  include  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  structure  required  to  comply 
with  existing  health,  sanitary,  or  safety  code  specifications  which  are  solely  necessary  to 
assure  safe  living  conditions  or  any  alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places. 

'  'Water  Surface  Elevation"  means  the  height,  in  relation  to  the  National  Geodetic  Vertical 
Datum  (NGVD)  of  1929,  (or  other  datum,  where  specified)  of  flood  of  various  magnitudes 
and  frequencies  in  the  flood  plains  of  coastal  or  riverine  areas. 

Item  II. 

All  proposed  development  in  any  special  flood  hazard  areas  shall  require  a  permit. 

Item  III. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit  applications  for  new  construction 
or  substantial  improvements  to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be  reasona- 
bly safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a  flood-prone  area,  all  new 
construction  and  substantial  improvements  shall  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and 
adequately  anchored  to  prevent  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure 
resulting  from  hydrodynamic  and  hydrostatic  loads,  including  the  effect  of  buoyancy,  (ii) 
be  constructed  with  materials  resistant  to  flood  damage,  (iii)  be  constructed  by  methods  and 
practices  that  minimize  flood  damages,  and  (iv)  be  constructed  with  electrical,  heating, 
ventilation,  plumbing,  and  air  conditioning  equipment  and  other  service  facilities  that  are 
designed  and/or  located  so  as  to  prevent  water  from  entering  or  accumulating  within  the 
components  during  conditions  of  flooding. 

Item  IV. 

Where  new  and  replacement  water  and  sewer  systems  (including  on-site  systems)  are 
proposed  in  floodprone  areas  the  applicant  shall  provide  the  Building  Inspector  with 
assurance  that  new  and  replacement  sanitary  sewage  systems  will  be  designed  to  minimize 
or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from  the  systems 
into  flood  waters,  and  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  will  be  located  to  avoid  impairment 
to  them  or  contamination  from  them  during  periods  of  flooding. 

Item  V. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  for  public  inspection,  and  furnish  upon  request,  any 
certification  of  flood-proofing  and  the  as-built  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of 
the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and 
include  whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement.  If  the  structure  has  been 
floodproofed,  the  as-built  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure 
was  floodproofed  sic.    This  information  must  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 
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Item  VI. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed  developments  to  assure  that  all  necessary 
permits  have  been  received  from  those  governmental  agencies  from  which  approval  is 
required  by  Federal  or  State  Law,  including  Section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act  Amendments  of  1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
applicant  to  certify  these  assurances  to  the  Building  Inspector. 

Item  VII. 

In  riverine  situations,  prior  to  the  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  watercourse,  the  applicant  for 
such  authorization  shall  notify  the  Wetlands  Board  of  the  New  Hampshire  Environmental 
Services  Department  and  submit  copies  of  such  notification  to  the  Building  Inspector. 
Further,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  submit  copies  of  said  notification  to  those 
adjacent  communities  as  determined  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse,  the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the 
Building  Inspector  certification  provided  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  assuring 
that  the  flood  carrying  capacity  of  the  watercourse  has  been  maintained. 

Along  watercourses  that  have  a  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  no  encroachments, 
including  fill,  new  construction,  substantial  improvements,  and  other  development  are 
allowed  within  the  designated  Regulatory  Floodway  that  would  result  in  any  increase  of 
flood  levels  within  the  community  during  the  base  flood  discharge.  In  Zone  A  the  Building 
Inspector  shall  obtain,  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  floodway  data  available  from  a 
Federal,  S  tate,  or  other  source  as  criteria  for  requiring  that  development  meet  the  floodway 
requirements  of  this  section. 

Along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a  regulatory  floodway  designated,  no  new  construc- 
tion, substantial  improvements  or  other  development  (including  fill)  shall  be  permitted 
within  Zones  A 1-30  on  the  FIRM,  unless  it  is  demonstrated  that  the  cumulative  effect  of 
the  proposed  development,  when  combined  with  all  other  existing  and  anticipated 
development,  will  not  increase  the  water  surface  elevation  of  the  base  flood  more  than  one 
foot  at  any  point  within  the  community. 

Item  VIII. 

1.  In  special  flood  hazard  areas  the  Building  Inspector  shall  determine  the  100  year  flood 
elevation  in  the  following  order  of  precedence  according  to  the  data  available: 

a.  In  Zones  Al-30  and  AH,  refer  to  the  elevation  provided  in  the  communities  Flood 
Insurance  Study  and  accompanying  FIRM  or  FHBM. 

b.  In  unnumbered  A  Zones,  the  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review  and  reasonably 
utilize  any  100  year  flood  elevation  data  available  from  Federal,  State,  development 
proposals  submitted  to  the  community  (example  sub-divisions,  site  approvals,  etc.)  or  other 
source. 

c.  In  Zone  AO  to  100  year  flood  elevation  is  determined  by  adding  the  elevation  of  the 
highest  adjacent  grade  to  the  depth  number  specified  on  the  FIRM  or,  if  no  depth  number 
is  specified  on  the  FIRM,  at  least  two  feet. 

2.  The  Building  Inspector's  100  year  flood  elevation  is  determination  will  be  used  as 
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criteria  for  requiring  in  Zones  A 1-30,  AE,  AH  AO,  and  A  that: 

a.  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of  residential  structures  have  the 
lowest  fioor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  or  above  the  100  year  flood  level; 

b.  that  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvement  of  non-residential  structures  have 
the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  or  above  the  100  year  flood  level;  or 
together  with  attendant  utility  and  sanitary  facilities,  shall: 

(i)  be  floodproofed  so  that  below  the  100  year  flood  elevation  the  structure  is  watertight 

with  walls  substantially  impermeable  to  the  passage  of  water; 

(ii)  have  structural  components  capable  of  resisting  hydrostatic  and  hydrodynamic  loads 

and  the  effects  of  buoyancy;  and 

(iii)  be  certified  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  that  the  design  and 

methods  of  construction  are  in  accordance  with  accepted  standard  of  practice  for  meeting 

the  provisions  of  this  section; 

c.  all  manufactured  homes  to  be  placed  or  substantially  improved  within  special  flood 
hazard  areas  shall  be  elevated  on  a  permanent  foundation  such  that  the  lowest  floor  of  the 
manufactured  home  is  at  or  above  the  base  flood  level;  and  be  securely  anchored  to  resist 
flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement.  Methods  of  anchoring  may  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to,  use  of  over-the-top  or  frame  ties  to  ground  anchors.  This  requirement  is  in 
addition  to  applicable  state  and  local  anchoring  requirements  for  resisting  wind  forces; 

d.  for  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements,  fully  anchored  areas  below  the 
lowest  floor  that  are  subject  to  flooding  are  permitted  providing  the  enclosed  areas  meet  the 
following  requirements:  (1 )  the  enclosed  area  is  unfinished  or  flood  resistant,  usable  solely 
for  parking  of  vehicles,  building  access  or  storage;  (2)  the  area  is  not  a  basement;  (3)  shall 
be  designed  to  automatically  equalize  hydrostatic  flood  forces  on  exterior  walls  by 
allowing  for  the  entry  and  exit  of  floodwaters.  Designs  for  meeting  this  requirement  must 
either  be  certified  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  or  must  meet  or  exceed 
the  following  minimum  criteria:  a  minimum  of  two  openings  having  a  total  net  area  of  not 
less  than  one  square  inch  for  every  square  foot  of  enclosed  area  subject  to  flooding  shall  be 
provided,  the  bottom  of  all  openings  shall  be  no  higher  than  one  foot  above  grade.  Openings 
may  be  equipped  with  screens,  louvers,  or  other  coverings  or  devices  provided  that  they 
permit  the  automatic  entry  and  exit  of  floodwaters; 

e.  proposed  structures  to  be  located  on  slopes  in  Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas,  Zones  AH 
and  AD,  shall  include  adequate  drainage  paths  to  guide  flood  waters  around  and  away  form 
the  proposed  structures. 

A  motion  to  accept  article  19  as  printed  was  made  by  James  Laffan  and  seconded  by  Donald 
Blunt. 

Article  19  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  20:To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  be  legally  brought  before  this  Town 
Meeting.

Town  Meeting  adjourned  at  5:04  P.M.
